This lady, herself teacher 
the public schools, placed the boy school conducted 
Catholic brotherhood, and made personal appeal 
the boy’s teacher speak the lad regarding things 
which the latter was age learn, but which, for 
obvious reasons, she herself could not discuss. 

There little danger any our teachers develop- 
ing into the well-meaning, but injudicious sex cam- 
paigner who succeeds merely arousing premature and 
dangerous curiosity; for us, the majority cases, re- 
ticence the more excellent way. Certain obvious duties 
parents have concerning instruction sex matters, and 
those duties parents may not ordinarily delegate 
teachers. The Catholic conception purity once 
sacred and exalted, that itself constitutes the 
greatest safeguard the virtue our children.

Some teachers see advantage them and would 
abolish them entirely possible; others believe them 
necessary evil, but woud have them rarely possible; 
whilst others, again, attach the greatest importance 
them. 

Whatever the opinion favor against exam- 
inations, have them and must make the best them. 
The practice and experience centuries, every civilized 
country, have warranted their use and have identified them 
more less with methods teaching our schools. 

rapid survey what being actually done re- 
gard examinations will introduce this subject, and show 
what value attached them, whilst the same time 
will able appreciate the different methods use 
and form our own judgment the subject. 

The pendulum public sentiment, when has swung 
one extreme, pretty likely the other. There 
exception this oscillation the matter school 
examinations. 

The extraordinary stress once laid the value these 
agencies educational process has been gradually re- 
laxing for some year past, and now hear the cry 
several quarters that they are not only useless, but some- 
thing worst. not possible that this position quite 
wide the mark the other? 


The Formal Examinations Olden Days. 

Formerly was customary have examinations 
all the classes the end each term. There was much 
“pomp and about these performances. 
There were committees, and visitors and parents. Sun- 
day clothes and much decoration and other appointments 
added the impressiveness the occasion. The ex- 
aminations were oral, and occupied each class from half 
hour hour, corresponding the time which had 
been given the daily recitation. 

The teacher conducted the exercise, using his dis- 
cretion and frequently not little skill adapting his 
questions the capacity the pupil, making more 
less show sincerity, and setting forth the exhibition 
good advantage possible. 

The committee looked wise, occasionally putting 
“poser” the student and perhaps starting discussion 
which the pupils enjoyed, especially was somewhat 
protracted! The final report came out characterizing each 
class, some symbolic expression, intended repre- 
sent comparative approximation perfection, other- 
wise. 

Doubtless all this had some slight value it. There 
was certain interest and excitement created. Sometimes 
furnished motive the way preparation, and pos- 
sibly there was some increment intelligence through 
the effort made; but far furnishing test scholar- 
ship, familiarity with the subject concerned, was 
almost farciful. 

The Value Occasional Tests. 

very nearly certain that none our schools has 
the perfect ideal respect tests for promotion been 
actualized, but our best schools certain methods are 
pursued which unquestionably give most desirable re- 
sults. these one the best that brief occasional 
reviews with weekly written test. This enables the 
pupil gather compact form and their logical 
relations the topics and discussions gone over the 
daily recitations. This, when fairly tried, has been found 
great profit. Then, after the general review and the 
close the period devoted particular study, let there 
the same opportunity put together the mind the 


elements the whole subject, that the pupil able 
present “in not only present it. 
but retain for future use. This would imply written 
examination, furnishing opportunity for deliberate con- 
sideration and statement. 

Among the many advantages the extended examina- 
tions, there the general recognized one training 
expression—the act composition. This,, though recog- 
nized, not commonly estimated according its full 
value. worth more than almost any amount rhetor- 
ical exercises subjects assigned teachers, selected 
the pupil. true that the ordinary written recitation 
gives something this; but this case there more 
likely reliance verbal memory the matter 
the text book, while the more general examination 
there the indication more less the thought the 
pupil connection with the subject. true that 
such writing the anxiety accomplish much short 
time likely present care style and neatness 
expression; but there are other highly desirable qualities 
that are developed this way that would not under 
any other. 


Single Examination Adequate Test. 

One point more important and that the influence 
that such examination should have determining the 
status the pupils. Let frankly say that not 
regard any examination, for its own sake, properly 
final test. the best there are casual circumstances 
which enter largely into the case and are apt have 
much determining the outcome. possible that 
the ultimate test acquaintance with the subject should 
combination the results fthe daily record and 
the final examination. 

may safely stated that examinations are uni- 
versal use one form another. Hence they must 
value. They have two distinctive aspects—one look- 
ing towards the past, the other towards the future. They 
are the means proving the student’s attainments that 
which has gone before; they are also the means test- 
ing his power for that which come; they sum 
the result previous work such way, help 
meting out praise blame for what has already 
done. the same time they indicate the degree his 
mental advancement and enable place him for the 
coming year those classes which will gain the 
most profit and for which his powers will most fully 
adequate. 

They protect our schools from waste time the 
days which precede them setting mark which the 
student must reach; they are once measure pro- 
ficiency what has been previously learned, and power 
for what yet remains unlearned. 

only throwing this network frequent and 
serious examination about the students that you will force 
them gently, but surely, apply themselves continually 
their studies and master their branches, they not 
want conditioned even held back the same 
class for another year. 

Finally, think examinations develop special exertions 
and concentration and the final examination commands 
the attention the student and keeps him interested 
until hears the results, usually the day before the com- 
mencement. 

Use Judgment School Entertainments. 

next topic is—Closing Exercises and Entertain- 
ments during the year; how avoid taking too much 
the children’s valuable time, which might spent 
better advantage. Are our entertainments educational 
value conducted the majority our schools? 
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Frequently our young Sisters are admonished their 
elders enliven their school work. 

Nothing stimulates the pubils and interests the par- 
ents much the school exhibition entertainment. 
While these are fitting and satisfactory termination 
the school work for the year, yet they mean just much 
extra work for the teachers and time the year, too. 
when weary, the result months labor, they are 
making preparation for final examinations. 

doubt there are abuses connected with school en- 
tertainments and church festivals with everything else; 
but not end the abuse taking away the use. 
long human nature remains what is, every good 
thing will liable misuse. Our constant endeavor 
required guard against that tendency. should 
not repine the labor involved, because that the tenure 
which hold the good. 

there were other arguments for the holding 
school commencement, than allow the parents, least 
once the year, see their children school exercises, 
would suffice. not wise hide the children en- 
tirely from the parents behind the school doors; 
hastening the day when parents will imagine that they 
have personal responsibility the teaching their 
children. 

The Chief Purpose Entertainments. 


course, work that real part the educa- 
tion the child. work that fitting him for duties 
the years come. Especially for girl, grace car- 
riage preferable awkwardness. before au- 
dience considerable gain for boy, who aspires 
public speaking. 

Now, the school entertainment just much part 
the school curriculum the reading class the writing 
class any other class. able recite public, 
before many eyes and perform actions which require 
the strictest attention, form small part the training 
the child. 

criticism sometimes made that the entertainments 
are too long. Well, one goes, because interest 
some particular number; but then there are other chil- 
dren whom other people are interested, and they too 
must have their particular number. 

The wonder not the length the programs, but the 
ingenuity with which they are shortened. 

Yes, truly, the little festivity may forgotten 
few days, but will linger the child’s memory 
personal experience happy childhood days. 


CARDINAL NEWMAN HYMN COMPOSER. 


will probably come surprise 
those who associate the name the 
illustrious Cardinal with 
magnificent prose writings and deep 
theological views, learn that his first 
author was the writing 
comic opera! 

This astonishing fact authenti- 
cated duly letter the year 1815, 
which date the future Cardinal was 
his sixteenth year. Even that 
early period was accomplished 
violinist, and—what was very unusual 
those days—took the study 
chamber music. graduated Trinity college, Ox- 
ford, 1820, and February the same year writes: 
“Our Music club has been offered and has accepted the 
Music room for our weekly private concert.” 

1833, Newman wrote number hymns, and 
some these composed original tunes, but the others 
set existing airs, notably “The Angel Lights 
Christmas Morn,” for the feast Candlemas, which 
adapted tune Reinagle. 

1849, Newman composed the “Pilgrim Queen” 
his own words; and 1850 his musical gifts were seen 
two charming hymns the Blessed Virgin: “Month 
Mary” and “Queen Seasons,” both entitled “Rosa 
Mystica.” Father Faber’s beautiful hymn, “Eternity“ 
—also known “Eternal adapted air from 
Beethoven’s Sixth Trio for flute, voice and violin-cello.

have sung him when came die.

Walking one the best forms exercise. The ad- 
vantages walking over other forms calisthenics are 
numerous and the health benefit derived from 
great. almost the only exercise that entails ex- 
pense. But that should the utmost good and result 
the greatest benefit the welfare the walker 
must learn walk correctly. 

remembered that walking for exercise, 
two main objects are held view. The first object 
provide movement the extra muscular ‘system 
the body and the second afford great exchange 
fresh air possible into and out the lungs. The 
increased activity the part the musculature the 
body and most the vital organs creates increased 
demand for more oxygen and necessitates deeper respira- 
tory movements. The shaking the internal organs 
during the exercise walking great aid stirring 
them increased activity resulting great benefit 
health. 

walk right one should stand his full height, 
throw his chest moderately forward and his shoulders 
backward. The man who walks with knees bent and 
shoulders drooping gets benefit out the exercise. 

When walking exercise, conversation must 
avoided. For, was stated above, the purpose the 
exercise move the muscles and thoroughly air one’s 
blood instead one’s ideas. And talking interferes with 
the proper kind breathing. Smoking, too, should 
avoided when walking. 

The rate speed should moderate, all forms 
exercise the feeling general comfort must main- 
tained and fatigue never permitted. Walk, therefore, 
comfortable rate. 

The breathing should deep and steady. But 
against the rule maintaining comfort during exercise 
take such deep breaths that you feel your blood nearly 
bursting out your head. Such breathing makes the 
exercise labored and painful and soon given up. 
steady rate from twelve fifteen breaths per minute 
should maintained. 

How long should one walk? There only one answer 
that. not walk long enough become fatigued and 
finally exhausted. That may good for the reduction 
superfluous fat, but will injurious the average man. 
Five miles two hours good rate and distance. 

With these simple rules for walking the exercise carried 
with regularity and system can not fail great 
good maintaining health and prolonging life. 


PRIVATE SCHOOLS THE PHILIPPINES. 

Mr. the writer the “Third Annual 
Report, Private Schools and Colleges the Philip- 
pine Islands” “the special representative the Depart- 
ment Public Instruction Private Schools.” One 
reads the Report with great interest and pleasure because 
its justice and completeness. sympathetic and en- 
couraging. Its general tone may understood from two 
three extracts: “The public schools and the better class 
private schools are working perfect harmony the 
Islands. estimated that there are over 500,000 chil- 
dren school age the Philippines who not attend 
either the public the private schools. Under such con- 
ditions the desirability government interest the 
development private well public schools ob- 
vious.. The private schools have been extended every 
courtesy possible the Department Public Instruc- 
tion; and great many cases have been granted assist- 
ance when was found necessary.” “With very few ex-

ceptions, the progress made has been all that could 
expected.” “The course studies now force all 
the approved schools, and nearly all the unapproved 
schools, similar that required government insti- 
tutions.” Almost the last words the Report are these: 
“In situation like this, where the direction and control 
the activities 800,000 partially trained people are 
considered, and where purely government resources 
are necessarily limited, plan development which did 
not include the fullest possibilities private institutions 
would seriously defective.” must remember, too, 
that Catholic Priests have legal right, which encour- 
aged, teach religion the government schools three 
half-hours each week. 

During the year government recognition was granted 
nine private educational institutions; one for the degree 
bachelor arts; two for high school diplomas; four 
for intermediate, and two for primary certificates. This 
makes total twenty-five private schools that have 
adopted the course study prescribed the Secretary 
Public Instruction. There are perhaps five six colleges 
not yet approved that should able come this 
standard during the year. addition the above there 
are some twenty-eight thirty unapproved schools that 
are endeavoring bring their standards that the 
approved colleges. Several these are very inferior, are 
located private houses, and bear little resemblance 
colleges schools. They are taught individuals who 
thus seek make living. the really ambitious class 
private schools and colleges the enrollment students 
steadily advancing; being now 7,882 ,which in- 
crease 900 over the attendance 1910-1911. The num- 
ber teachers has increased, especially English-speaking 
teachers, nearly all new appointments being given high 
school and normal school graduates. the great major- 
ity private schools the present time, the primary and 
intermediate work done high school normal 
school graduates, teachers graduated from govern- 
ment schools. Almost without exception, private schools 
employ the services American teachers for English 
higher grades. 

What pleases Mr. O’Reilly less the lack industrial 
training private institutions. But the same complaint 
made with regard the government system general, 
and was made most emphatically there three four years 
ago nearly all Americans the Philippine Islands. The 
government acknowledged the criticism, and modified its 
courses and methods. Besides, Mr. O’Reilly admits, 
private institutions have not the resources the insular 
government, nor the parents many pupils desire 
mere industrial work. They send their children private 
colleges for the kind education demanded their 
social position. 

Great praise given the Belgian Sisters Manila, 
Taqudin and Bontoc. Their laces, made the children, 
find ready sale Manila and foreign markets. They 
are pioneers this work, says Mr. being the 
first put sound commercial basis. their 
intention open schools soon possible the lead- 
ing cities the Islands. Nothing better could done; 
and this the devoted Sisters deserve all encouragement 
and assistance. 

The Silliman Institute, the island Negros, justly 
praised from educational and industrial point view. 
Presbyterian school with abundant resources. The 
one drawback character the midst 
Catholic people.

Catholic boys are re- 
ceived unconditionally—there are now 500 who are taught 
Presbyterian doctrine twice day, attendance being oblig-

the extreme southeast Mindanao, far away from the 
Silliman Institute, five young Filipino renegades were sent 
teach non-Catholic mission schools.

“Libertas, Feb. 15, spoke Precious Confes- 
sion, which the writer said that the statement made 
Vice-Governor Gilbert banquet honor Mr. 
O’Reilly was significant. Mr. Gilbert had praised the in- 
tellectual side the private schools, saying that this 
respect they fare better than government schools; but 
commented their lack athletic and physical culture. 
might have adverted the fact this due the dif- 
ference social station between those who enter private 
and public schools. The former, says, belong the 
wealthy class, the latter are generally L.”

THE AMERICAN VOCABULARY. 

The division education the Sage Foundation, after 
examining 2,000 business and personal letters, arrives 
the conclusion that the average American finds 2,000 words 
sufficient express every physical need and spiritual as- 
piration. Small this allowance when one considers 
the rich storehouse English speech, most will 
surprised hear that isn’t actually smaller; should 
probably have said offhand that the average vocabulary 
was between twelve and fifteen hundred words. 

Conducting its investigation still further, however, the 
foundation assures that the public schools teach their 
pupils spell 15,000 words—a vocabulary that probably 
few literary men make use of. Shakespeare said have 
used 18,000 words and most were taught that Shake- 
speare’s vocabulary the most extensive English liter- 
ature. Allowing for the difference mind and fancy, the 
average man would certainly find 15,000 words adequate, 
really had them command. practice for- 
gets, all events finds use for, per cent the 
words taught him school. The inevitable conclusion 
that the average American needlessly restricting his 
intellectual and emotional life, for words, not exactly 
thoughts, are least the machinery which alone 
thought can expressed. Men are vastly eager learn 
how live hundred years, but you venture sug- 
gest that, the simple expedient increasing their vo- 
cabulary they can also increase the possibilities life, 
they fancy you are bit mad.

The aim education order good and true 
must the development formation sound moral 
character, Those acquainted with the ideals and the ob- 
ject Catholic education, know that the views the 
Catholic Church this point are clear and definite. 
not only character with more less vague meaning 
attached that are striving after, but character that 
the full meaning the term can and may call 
Christian—a character perfectly patterned after that 
the Divine Model, Christ Himself. This the reason 
for the existence the Catholic school and why the 
Catholic carries the double burden supporting his own 
school and paying the taxes which the state exacts for 
system education which rightly considers deficient 
the most important phase true education and which 
does, therefore, not sufficiently harmonize with the dic- 
tates his conscience. Thus, placing side side the 
terms. Catholic school and Christion character, here 
intended imply and express that the Catholic school, 
rightly conducted, the efficient cause produce 
its wards Christlike character. 

The Basic Principle Education. 

The basic principle which the Church upholds and has 
always upheld for the formation character, the supreme 
end true education, religion. The Church does not 
deny the value other means and does not fail em- 
ploy them, but she insufficiency these 
themselves. The end man lies beyond the natural, his 
end supernatural. Therefore, the whole 
motives, his desires, his purposes life, his activities, his 
character must supernaturalized. Means that not 
reach above the realm the natural cannot effect this. 
The natural must made supernatural; supernatural 
element must enter which raises the natural above its 
own order being. The natural must used, may not 
ignored, but alone does not answer the high pur- 
poses man. the entire teaching system the Cath- 
olic Church, find this policy ever pursued. For the 
supernatural she always presupposes the natural, always 
her teaching and service adapted the needs those 
whom she administers. She does not train, develop nor 
exercise only one the other faculty man the neg- 
lect others; she developes the whole man, exercises all 
his faculties; physical, mental and moral. She does all 
harmony with the laws physical, mental and moral 
development. this manner she educates the whole man; 
preserves ,perfects and the image God within 
him. for the individual Catholic school apply these 
same principles and methods the rearing the young. 

Character Unity Qualities. 

Man complex, manifold and manysided entity.

not follow rigid rules according which would mould 
every character. living organism does not develop its 
different parts completely before undertakes develop 
another; but developes them the proper and due time, 
then simultaneously and symmetrically. The powers and 
energies for these various results are all found the very 
germ, but the necessary conditions need fulfilled. The 
individuals one species are similar and like each 
other, still they shade off into individual and particular 
differences. What holds true the living organism, holds 
true many ways character. two characters are 
alike. Human nature the same all over, but our natal 
endowments, dispositions and temperatments are different. 
the formation character these dispositions must 
taken into account; for example, whether the tempera- 
ment sanguine, choleric, phlegmatic melancholy, 
mould them all, but not religion something apart from 
external them. Accordingly character will not 
formed moulded correctly simply the teaching 
religious doctrine. not sufficient only understand 
the religious truths; nor sufficient memorize the 
formulas which they are set. The child must trained 
see God and read God’s commandments revealed 
naturally and supernaturally and this spirit adjust itself 
its environment. Religion must permeate its whole be- 
ing, take hold oft its dispositions, become one with them 
and the same time their directing and guiding force, 
and thus make the child wholly religious. 

Religious Teaching Adapted Pupil’s Mentality. 

this end the religous truths must presented 
the child manner suited its present mental capacity. 
The use child language not sufficient; the present con- 
tent the mind, the apperception masses, must 
taken into account that the new truths suggested may 
quickly assimilated the child’s mind and not thrust 
into foreign matter, held there the sheer 
force memory. According the disposition tem- 
perament the child and its present content new 
thoughts are awakened, feelings associated with similar 
former impressions are aroused, whereby also the will 
influenced. this connection the development the 
sensory activities, and motor training vital impor- 
tance.

Portions 
the Park, however, were visited 
far back 1807 John Colter, 
one the returning Lewis and 
Clark expedition, and subsequently 
early day trappers and ex- 
plorers, but the stories those 
days were disbelieved. 

Those visiting the Park, who are 
inclined look beyond the mere 
surface things und study into 
the causes for its existence and 
the reasons for its present configu- 
ration and physical aspects, will 
find abundant opportunity inter- 
est themselves. The book na- 
ture unfolded here must studied 
know and understand it, and very wonderful book 
is.

POULTRY 


Lessons poultry are value any school, but 
they can made especially interesting and vital 
schools where least few, not majority the 
children, come from homes where raised. The 
teacher should induce the clder children from such 
homes test and care for hen and raise brood 
chickens this year. Even tho only two three can 
this, their work will form basis for, and will lend 
reality the class discussions. 

The first lessons can devoted profitably study 
the different breeds chickens. Find out who 
the neighborhood keeps just one breed and who keeps 
mixture several breeds. several breeds are rep- 
resented the neighborhood visit these will 
value. 

Poultry raisers group the breeds into four classes: 
egg breeds, such Leghorns and Minorcas; meat 
breeds, such Langshans, Brahmas, and Cochins; gen- 
eral purpose breeds, the Plymouth Rock, Wyandottes, 
Rhode Island Red, and Orpingtons; and fancy breeds 
which may represented Polish and Bantams. 

Let the boys and girls compare the different breeds 
size, shape, color and value. different 
breeds, such can obtained from poultry farm 
journals will valuable aids this study. 


The advantages keeping pure-bred poultry instead 
common mongrel fowls should emphasized. Some 
the most obvious these advantages are: 

Greater beauty and attractivenes: pure-bred 
flock. 

The higher market value the fowls. 

The higher market the eggs, because 
their uniformity size, shape, color, and texture 
shell. 

Great care should given the selecting eggs 
for hatching purposes. There are two reasons for this: 
The kind eggs selected for hatching will determine 
largely the kind eggs that will laid the chick- 
ens hatched. When comparing eggs from same 
variety fowls the size eggs will determine 
some extent the size the chickens that will hatch from 
them. 

Have the children study the eggs laid the different 
breeds and bring school one which typical the 
breed each studying. Those selected for hatching 
should medium uniform size, should similar 
color, and the shell should smooth, hard, and free 
from transparent spots. 

Eggs intended for hatching should kept 
cool temperature, degrees They should 
turned occasionally and should kept covered 
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avoid evaporation. They should not kept more than 
week ten days. The fresher they are when set, the 
better are the chances good hatch and strong 
chicks. 

The number eggs given hen depends the 
season, the size the hen, and the size the eggs. 


Thirteen the number usually given the average- 
sized hen the spring. 

The hen should placed secluded comfortable 
quarters, where she will not disturbed. half bar- 
rel box makes good nest. Earth should placed 
the bottom, and covered with bright 
Lice will cause hen leave her nest. Hence, 
absolutely essential that the nest clean and fresh, 
and the hen should dusted occasionally with insect 
powder even tho there are signs vermin. 

sitting hen needs food only for the purpose 
bodily maintenance. Therefore very little vegetable 
meat foods should given her. 
(wheat, corn, and oats) clear fresh water, grit, and 
dust bath should within her reach all times. 


about week the eggs should tested and in- 
fertile ones removed. This gives the others much 
better chance. home-made tester just good 
those supplied dealers. Fit small pasteboard 
wooden box over lamp candle, cut hole the top 
directly over the flame and another little smaller 
than egg one side opposite the flame. Testing 
must done dark room. 

Each egg held against the hole the side the 
box and the light shining thru shows its condition. 
fertile egg shows dark spider-like formation which 
floats the egg turned. Infertile eggs are clear and 
should removed and cooked for the first meal for the 
young chicks. 

Before the chicks are hatched, coop should made. 
should large enough allow the hen move 
about. The illustrations show two simple types 
coops, which anybody can make. well place 
the coop platform boards, this not only keeps 


the coop dry, but helps keep out rats and weasels. 
The coop should face the south and should placed 
land where chickens have not recently been reared. 
good plan build small covered run for the 
coop, especially there danger from cats and hawks. 

Chickens should not fed for least twenty-four 
hours after they are hatched. The egg yolk enclosed 
the chicken just before hatched, and sufficient 
nourishment for the first day. Bread 
rolled oats moistened with milk water make good 
feed for the first few days. small portion hard 
boiled eggs may added this. They should fed 
often first, five six times day. 

Clean water should kept always hand for them. 

tin can filled with water and turned upside down 
saucer makes good drinking fountain. addi- 
tion the moist food grain food should also 
given. good food mixture consists three pounds 
cracked wheat, two pounds cracked corn, and one 
pound rolled oats hulled oats. Each child should 
keep record his flock and should estimate the cost, 
making fair allowance for his own time. These records 
should brought school and compared with one 
another.

dressed meats will free, and live cattle will pay 
per cent duty; only small duty will imposed 
grains, hay and dairy products; timber, lumber, shingles 
and lath will free; agricultural 
machinery will free.

THE ARTIST’S LIFE 

William Morris Hunt was born Brattleboro, Ver- 
mont, March 31, 1824. was the son Judge Hunt, 
who during the last years his life was member 
the National House Representatives. His mother 
was very beautiful woman with natural aptitude for 
painting. Previous her marriage she was Miss Jane 
Leavitt Suffield, Connecticut. There were five chil- 
dren the family, four sons and one daughter. The son 
William became painter, Richard architect, John 
physician, and Leavitt lawyer. Judge Hunt died 
Washington, C., 1832, leaving his widow educate 
their children. 

Mrs. Hunt provided instruction painting for herself 
and her children, whom she also sent the best schools 
the country. William entered Harvard College 
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1840. While there was less distinguished student 
books than his drawing, carving, music, and vari- 
ous humorous accomplishments. was very fond 
nature, and showed unmistakable signs possessing 
the artistic temperament. Music and drawing became 
the constant pursuits his leisure hours. His health 
was not very good, and leaving college before gradua- 
tion, was decided that the family should Europe. 
This event, without doubt, changed the entire course 
the artist’s life. 

After visiting the large cities, the family went 
Rome, where William drew and modeled the studios 
Brown. Afterwards went France and 
studied with Barye, the great French sculptor ani- 
mals. Then, going Dusseldorf, that time consid- 
ered many the art center Europe, began the 
study art earnest. Two years later went 
Paris and entered the studio Conture. While there 
made great progress. Leaving Paris lived for 
time Barbizon, the home Jean Francois Millet. 
Here became the intimate friend and companion 
this great artist. 

Hunt’s first portrait was one his mother, painted 


Paris 1850. Gracious and queenly, ad- 
mirable representation unusually fascinating wo- 
man. The artist returned the United States 1855 
and began painting Newport, Rhode Island, where 
remained until 1862, when made his permanent 
home Boston. 1855 married Miss Louisa 
Perkins that city. The great fire Boston 1872 
burned the artist’s studio, entailing great loss. 

His achievements the department portraiture 
were such high merit that, had never done any- 
thing else, they would have established his reputation 
artist. Among his portraits are two himself, 
one Francis Gardner, master the Boston Latin 
School, and the famous portrait Justice Shaw. Among 
pictures which deal with ideal subjects may men- 
tioned “Marguerite,” “The New Marguerite,” “The Girl 
the Fountain,” “The Boy and the Butterfly,” “The 
Prodigal Son,” and “The Bathers.” last important 
works were two decorative painting for the Capitol 
Albany, New York. died September 1879, the 
Isle Shoals. was the first American artist his 
time, and some respects the most distinguished that 
his country has produced.

Air Crusaders” Mr. Sherman
